The story of the past, present & future 
as told to Michele by Steve & Frank. 
FS: Wny did you decide to break up? 
Steve: Well things were happening with 
the band when Rick left, we were pret¬ 
ty much going up shit creek without a 
paddle. Things weren't w orking out 
you know, we had Pat (Smear) for awh¬ 
ile and that was fun, but he couldn't go 
on tour. And then we got Steve Roberts 
(Casey's roommate). The we were all 
set to go on tour but we got cut off cuz 
the guy wanted too much money. We 
would have made nothing and would 
have come back owing money os the 
whole band was getting depressed and 
when we did the photo cover for the 
single (the weekend before they played 
the Nest) and Legal Weapon asked me 
to join and I was going to play for both 
bands. TSOL asked Frank to join while 
before that and so we were both talking 
about it because we were kind of burnt 
with the Afolescents - it just wasn't 
going the way we wanted it too. We pr¬ 
acticed and it was just like the worst 
thing in the world. We both got in the 
car and looked at each other and said 
“That’s it we're both quitting”. I callec 
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me and John Odonavin (old guitarist) 
talked to Sparky and he said “yeah”. 

So the first practice with Sparky, Tony 
shows up. But we said well “Your the 
original member so you’re still in the 
band” and Sparky got cut off. 

FS: What’s happened to the Detours? 
Frank: They’re long history, they were 
doing real good. The Detours were 
around long before the Adolescents. 
Then after the Adolescents fell apart 
Rick and Casey did the Detours again. 
Then after 6 months they quit again, 
they’ve done that several times. Rick 
and Casey have been in the same 
bands since 1976, they just stick tog¬ 
ether. 

FS: Are you doing a second albvm? 
Frank: We’re doing a second album with 
Frontier, we start recording next month

Steve: We dn’t walk around out front 
and go “Please pay to come to our 
show” They don’t have to come in, if 
they don’t wanna pay. We played the 
Cuckoos Nest for chicken feed so many 
times that we were headlining getting 
$150, the place was packed. Then there 
was the thing with us, Bad Religion and 
Social Distortion. We set it all up and 
we didn’t show up - but it didn’t do any 
good. Black Flag would show up the 
next week and charge $7 and people 
would still go. So we just decided he’s 
going to charge the money anyway - we 
may as well get it. He’s still charging 
$6 giving us $150 and at the time he 
needed Adolescents, Black Flag, Circle 
Jerks, Fear and TSOL. He needed those 
5 bands to get him money and he knew 
it. And if you noticed at the time those 
bands were playing in like a rotation, so 
everyone at the same time decided, hey 
we hear the Circle Jerks are getting 
$800, so we”l get that too. So he calls 
us up and says “Look I wanna get back 
on good terms, I want you guys to keep 
playing” so I said “$800 or you don’t 


get us” We were stupid, we were get¬ 
ting nothing out of what we were doing 
while everyone else was making more 
money and we were drawing the same 
crowd, it’s only fair. 

FS: Getting back to the new Adolescents, 
did the audience respond to you as well 
as you expected. 

Steve: Under the circumstances that 
occured, they responded well, consider¬ 
ing what they got. (The circumstances 
were Casey forgetting to bring Steve & 
Ricks guitars, Franks amp blowing, and 
the sounc^at the Palladium) was shit). 

FS: I think it was pretty obvious that you 
were having problems with equipment. 
Steve: The one thing that people got to 
understand about Sparky is playing that 
show - anyone that was critical of him 
like “he sucked”, I’d like to see him 
hope up on stage and play with the Adol¬ 
escents at the Palladium for the first 
time they’d ever sang in front of some¬ 
body big. Me, Frank and Sparky and the 
drummer of Agent Orange had a pop 
band going called Teenage Love and, 
well you saw us, Sparky dicfereat. Thats 
how we knew he coulcfeing. A long time 
ago when the Adolescents were first 
together, Tony ran away from home.

Most of the hardcore from the 
old La Mares days ended up at inner | 
city bars like Oz, bit as time went on 
they were replaced by a hew crowd, 
and new bands like the Subverts, Str- § 
ike Under and the Effigies. ; The Eff- ) 
igies are perhaps the biggest and most 
popular of these bads now, they have 
an album out and have just compleated 
their first tour (to the West coast). 
“We’re glad to get the band exposure 
and see parts of the country that we 
have. The record didn’t seem to be 
distributed too well, so we were virt¬ 
ual unknowns on this tour** This fact 
led to the Effigies breaking off with 
Autumn Records and planning their 
own release in the near futile. As for 
the tour, well, here ih-L.A. they bare¬ 
ly got off two gigs - both at Godzillas. 
Their other gigs; San Diego, Santa 
Barbera, Riverside and the Cathey de 
Grande all fell through for various_ 


reasons, and the band was left with 
iittlf money but a lot of experience 
for tyillikt'^ffPlife interviewed 
the band on one particularly dull 
night, they all seemed to have a lot on 
their minds and showed that alot of 
thought was going into what they do. 

We started off talking about “the led- 
gend of Oz” (now closed) and how 
Chicago has gotten bad relationships 
with other cities because of the strict 
Carding at most bars and the lack of a 
place for underage people to go: 

John: The Necros and some D.C. bands 
came to Chicago with alot of their 
underage friends, they were told they 
couldn’t get in and when they couldn’t 
they got pissed off. Hoad stamp or not 
if you don’t have a great ID you are 
not getting in. Alot of attention has 
been given to the D.C. scene and so 
they came into town like prima donas 
just about, but they were unknowns, 
though the records do pretty good. 
There’s this record store, Waxx Trax 
in Chicago that has a sort of condesc¬ 
ending attitude towards punks and they 
w'oaft stock their shelves, and that’s 
the Hjy place to get records in Chic¬ 
ago. They just hype the SME top ».... 
The Dead Kennedy’s payed in Chicago 
and drew over 1000 people both shows. 
You need bands like that, they brought 
attention to us even tho were a local 
band, people went to see the Dead 
Kennedy’s and saw us opening. People 
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Steve: We all come up with ideas and 
John just puts them to lyrics. 

Oil: So many bands want to say fuck 
law fuck this, they have something to 
say but it’s not anything to say. My 
little sister, if she had a profanity 
mouth, she could spout off and some¬ 
body could write it down and say “Hey 
we have a new song here!”. 

John: You gotta tell people to think for 
themselves, maybe get them to wonder 
why nazi punks are assholes instead of 
just telling them. Scenes need leaders 
( and shit but Jello comes out with this 
big Nazi punks fuck off but how many 
people are gonna listen to that and 
just follow what he says - they won’t 
believe what he says, it’s just the 
thing to do because Biafra says it. 
Bands should try to organize and cha¬ 
nge things, get right down in the muck 
and stick their foot in the door and say 
“Why don’t you guys take a look at 
your selves and tell me what you see”. 
Imitation is like a sincere form of flat¬ 
tery but all these thrash bands are just 
trivializing everything Black Flag is 
trying to do. If you really want change 
the best thing you can do is put your¬ 
self up as an example and say “Look, 
this is what I’m doing, if you want to 
do it fine, but at least look at it”. I’m 
not fucking trying to knock anybody 
iover the head, but we’re here! 

Oil: Yeah.when we played with Anti- 

Pasti people said “Hey, you went over 
I good why don’t you move out to LA.?” 
and that’s all well and good but there 
I are already a million bands out here 
and we want to put Chicago on the map. 
So when this tours over, we’re going 
back to Chicago, back to our jobs, we 
* all work - we’re a working class band. 


John: In Chicago....we were asked to do 
this benefit for a place called Obanions. 
(hang out spot that sort of replaced Oz) 

which we refused to do. 

Oil: First of all, there whole attitude 
toward punk is fucked, they keep that 
club open just to make money, they 
don’t give a shit about the music or the 
bands, it’s not worth keeping open. 

They came to us and said “Hey come 
play our benefit!” and we said “No 
wayyyy”, we’re not that kind of a band, 
they’re not gonna make a ton of money 
off of us for a club that doesn’t give a 
shit about the music and just wants to 
make money off of you. So people said 
we were big headed and shit but they 
didn’t know the whole story. 

John: The thing that killed me was like 
in 78 these people were handing out 
flyers about how punk was a fascist 
cult, and these are the same people 
now who wanted to play the benefit. The 
same people you never see at the club. 
I said “Look, if you want to support 
the club come out and spend your 
fucking money”. These bands, Direct 
Drive and shit like that were the crit¬ 
ics saying the Effigies are assholes 
for not playing - well we don’t have to 
answer to those assholes and we never 
will. Like we have Rock Against Rac¬ 
ism gigs and that whole movement 
strikes me as being corrupt, like all 
the money filters into all these places. 
Oil: Like up peoples noses! 

John: Yeah, Like at the first RAR gig 
at Lincoln Park they were calling US 
Nazi types!!!! 

(We talked about lots more in this in¬ 
terview like about how the radio sucks 
in Chicago “It amazes me how people 
complain about KROQ and KNAC, 


Black Flag at 10 in the morning what 
more do you want” is their compar¬ 
ison to L.A., about Blues in Chicago, 
about the abundance of preppie types, 
and about music in general. One last 
thing we have to add is something on , 
the Effigies manager, John Bonham. 

We could easily do an entire interview 
with him alone, and maybe we will, 
but until then we’ll just say that he has 
most of the same feelings as the Effig¬ 
ies. More impressive is his list of ac¬ 
complishments in support of punk 
music in America. He has managed 
and toured with the Subverts, the Fix, 
Toxic Reasons and is permanent now 
with the Effigies. He also used to put 
out a very anarchistic fanzine called 
“Your Country Needs You”. If more 
people had John’s enthusiasm we would 
really have a great 'national* scene). 
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Dear readers: I was warned by forces which most of you 
know little or nothing about that I should not write this art¬ 
icle. The reasons given were many and I will not go into 
them. My very life was indirectly threatened by these for¬ 
ces. And so, I write this article at the risk of death. Why 
do I do it? Why do I pursue a forbidden subject? It is beca¬ 
use I am determined to set straight the rumors, half-truths 
and misconceptions which surround the subject. My life may 
cease to exist because of what I am about to tell you, but I 
will die in peace knowing that you the reader will be inform¬ 
ed and educated on the subject. But in turn, your lives may 
be in danger as a result of this knowledge. This is something 
that you will have to deal with yourself. You have been warn¬ 
ed, read on if you dare. 

The subject of this article is 45 Grave. To those of you not 
already familiar with 45 Grave, here are a few introductory 
notes. 45 Grave is a band (ie music). 45 Grave is bases in 
and around Los Angeles. The members of 45 Grave consist 
of Mary Sims (a.k.a. Dinah Cancer) on lead vocals, Paul B. 
Cutler on guitar, Alex Gibson on keyboards, Rob Graves on 
bass and Don Bolles on drums. The male band members 
also participate on vocals when they see fit to do so. 

I will now go into the origins of the band and band name. It 
is this section of the article which I was warned not to tell. 
Some of you will disbelieve what I am about to tell you. Some 
of you will doubt my sanity. But a few of you will instinctive¬ 
ly know that I do indeed speak the truth. I will continue. 
First, to those of you who have heard that 45 Grave is ass¬ 
ociated with death and the devil, I am here to tell you that 
this is indeed true. The name 45Grave in and of itself has 
great significance in the dark realms of Lucifer’s mighty 
kingdom. The number 45 has certain magical powers and is 
often used in Satanic rituals. As for the word ‘grave’, this 
should be obvious even to you readers who so far have not 
yet understood a word I am saying. Grave: A hole in the 
ground to bury a dead body. Such a hole in the ground is 
also the entrance to hell. Hell is the place some of us will 
go when we die. From the moment we are born we begin to 
die. Death is the goal. And so, the name 45 Grave is both 
appropriate and significant. The music of 45 Grave will 
prepare you for death. Up from hell, up from the dead, up 
from the grave comes 45 Grave. Five human figures, each 
one of them re-born into this world; given life by the power 
of satan. In turn, the members of 45 Grave have all the 
powers of darkness at their command, to do with as they 
will. Lead singer Mary Sims is without a doubt the most 
facinating member of 45 Grave. A beautiful creature is 
she. A true goddess of death. A creature of the night. It is 
no wonder that the bat is her favorite animal. Mary’s sing¬ 
ing and screams are the voice of death. They beckon you to 
discover the pain and pleasure of the world from which she 
came. The pit. Hell. The land of eternal darkness. Many of 
you have wondered about the name Dinah Cancer and why 
Mary uses it. Some of you older readers who’s knowledge 
of the black arts is vast might remember that in the 16th 
centuary Europe there was a 45 year period when much of 
Europe was plagued by countless unexplained deaths and un¬ 
speakable horrors. These events were attributed to a young 
woman named Dinah Cancer. Dinah was a known sorceress 
of the time, and even though these events had been going on 
for 45 years and Dinah looked not a day over 20, the people 
put all the blame on her. They burned her at the stake and 
assumed this would destroy her. ( Note: It was never proven 
that Dinah was guilty of these events, and given the mental¬ 
ity of the authority figures of that time to accuse any “ecc¬ 


entric” woman of sorcery, we might assume that Dinah was 
innocent if we believe one is innocent until proven guilty). 

In fact, young Dinah was possessed by a very powerful 
demon from the netherworld (hell), and although Dinah’s 
body was destroyed by fire, the demon withen her was not. 

It returned to hell and there it lay sleeping, growing more 
powerful with the passing of time until such a time would 
come that it would possess another human body. Mary Sims 
was to be the chosen one, selected by Satan himself. And 
today we can celebrate the fact that “Dinah Cancer” lives 
withen Mary. They are one and the same. She is as she 
once was centuries ago and will always be. Beautiful, age¬ 
less, powerful and possessed with talents and knowledge far 
greater than that of a mere mortal. She is eternal and time¬ 
less. While Mary gives 45 Grave it’s voice and beauty, 
guitarist Paul Cutler gives the band it’s main power source 
and Satanic magic. The power of Satan is in Paul’s fingers. 
This power was given to him at birth. He used it to become 
master of the guitar. Pauls guitar playing conjures up all 
manner of devils and demons from the pits of hell, and on 
particularly intense nights during a 45 Grave performance 
when the mood is just right, the male members of the band 
can be seen to actually take on the physical characteristics 
of devils themselves. (Drummer Don taking on the charact¬ 
eristics of the grim reaper; skull face of death). A mass 
hallucination? Call it what you will, but I have witnessed it 
for myself. If you are one of the lucky ones to witness this 
sight with your own eyes, it is truely an experience you will 
never forget. The songs of 45 Grave are many and varied. 
Song titles include: “Black Cross”, “Wax”, “Bad Love”, 
“Dream Hits”, “Partytime/Surfbat”, “Evil”, “The Proc¬ 
ession”, “Violent World”, “Consumers”, “Anti”, “Choi¬ 
ces” and many more. Most of the songs reflect death in 
one way or another or life in hell. The mental images the 
songs conjure up are portraits of forever. They have a life 
of their own and are timeless. At this point I will answer 
some of the most asked questions about 45 Grave and attem¬ 
pt to clear up misconceptions about the band: 

Question: Why does 45 Grave play the devil’s music? 
Answer: This is the age of Satan. The time has come to re¬ 
alize our fears, to face the evil which surrounds us. 45 
Grave’s music is a reflection of this. 

Question: Why is 45 Grave’s music popular with punks? 
Answer: The brain of a punk is receptive to satanic 
wavelengths. 

Question: Is 45 Grave a punk rock band? 

Answer: No. Parts of the music do have a ‘punk rock beat’ 
but the overall sound of the band goes far beyond this. The 
45 Grave sound is unique and stands alone. 

Question: When is ‘Partytime’ and what is a ‘Surfbat’? 
Answer: Partytime is whenever Dinah Cancer says it is. A 
surfbat is an amphibious bat found only in hell. During a 45 
■Grave performance Mary performs the dance of the surf¬ 
bat. This is one of the highlights of the show. 

This, dear readers, is a taste of 45 Grave. But of course 
these are only words. The music of 45 Grave speaks for it¬ 
self. I must leave you now. The hour is late and I feel int¬ 
ense pressure around my neck as if an invisible rope was 
tightening around it. Perhaps my death is near for revealing 
this information to you. If so, I am ready. To decend into 
the warm black pit. To rest at lat. I leave you with these 
words from Mary: “To you, the deception is clear the time 
has come to realize your fear”. 45 Grave.

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FS: We heard Randy is out of the band, 
what’s the story with that? 

Joey: We got back from England in 
October and we went down to play Jellos 
weding, well we ended up playing Hall¬ 
oween night, we got back and were just 
gonna take a little break for awhile. It 
was pretty hectic for awhile doing gigs 
ans stuff, and it seemed like Randy was 
losing interest. I ended up moving into 
the same house with him, just to try to 
get along with him more. We were set¬ 
ting up the basement to jam and stuff. 

He just sort of got disinterested and 
was jamming with his old friend Brad 
Kent (Avengers etc..) and then they 
started working on a tape for a record. 
We tried to convince him that it was 
better to work with the band. He’d say 
‘Oh yeah yeah, I’m interested”. Then 
we’d practice and he wouldn’t show up 
or show up for 20 minutesand saw he 
had to go and stuff like that. Moral was 
really low, than we played three differ¬ 
ent shows, they went ok, but it was get¬ 
ting worse. Then one night Dimwit 
(Subhumans etc..) said he wanted to be 
bass player and we tried it out. Andt 
sounded pretty good. So the next day, I 
guess it was mid January, I told Randy 
we’ve come to a parting of ways. And 
he said he’d been trying to get fired. So 
he’s doing a sort of rock and roll line. 
They have a 5 song ep coming out, they 
are called the Sick Ones which I think 
is the wrong name for what they’re do¬ 
ing. He basically got tired of doing it, 
he had no committment, no sencerity. 
His bass playing got worse and worse. 

It got real pitiful, we were even gonna 
disband. Now we got Dimwit, everybody 
feels better and we’re working on 15 
new songs. 3 songs we’re working on 
Chuck plays guitar, Dave plays bass 
and Dimwit plays drums, so those songs 
Chuck is writing. Maybe down the road 
a bit, if we get enough gear, we’ll try 
having two drummers cause they’re 
both real strong. It would be so power¬ 
ful, but that’s not for along time off. 

Now all four of us are writing songs so 
there’s more variety. The songs are 
fairly similar to the topics we’ve been 
doing all the time. We have one “Amer¬ 
ica the Beautiful”, a moral majority 
type song that’s pretty strong, one 
called “No God No war”, those type of 
songs I’ve been working on. Chuck’s 
been working on stuff that’s not as... 
blasting, a bit lighter but still fast and 
strong and Dave’s finally writing. Dim¬ 
wit wrote “Escalator to Hell”, he’s 
gonna sing on that. We did a video 
awhile ago, that was the only gig we did 
so far, we’ll be down here in April 
though. We’re so fucking broke now. 

FS: You guys are pretty much from the 
original punk start-up, how did you 
survive so long? 


Joey: Good question. It’s sort of hard 
off and on, we broke up once, people had 
left, we’ve had bad times, but we’ve al¬ 
ways had a lot of fun touring and going 
to different places, we saw different 
people and bands and cities. It’s bizzare 
going to Kentucky or Indiana. It’s been 
miserable at times, but I guess I have a 
comittment to it. I believe in what we’re 
doing and the harder you push it, the 
farther it will go. And maybe you will be 
able to change people’s minds. Some¬ 
times it seems you’re up against a brick 
wall. Even the audience that comes to 
see you, they don’t use much of their 
thought process. They just want to bang 
off the walls, not working to change any¬ 
thing. It’s like a fad we’re going through 
right now - not all of them, but some of 
them. 

FS: It’s that way down here.... 

Joey: That’s what I had in mind. They 
picked up on it because it’s a rebellous 
thing, and it’s a good way for them to 
do it right now, and hopefully they’ll pick 
something up out of it and that will stay 
with them.

There haven’t been 
a lot of outbreaks, and those that start 
them are stopping - cause I already 
threatened one guy. I’m going to have to j 
go on with the threat because he isn’t 
listening. Some asshole said I was hit¬ 
ting other punks, that’s a bunch of fuck¬ 
ing shit, I never even lifted a finger to 
anybody. I might have hit somebody be- | 
cause they can’t take a warning, you try 
to be nice to people - give them a warn¬ 
ing.

cellation. For instance tonight (Feb. 19) 
there was supposed to be a Flesheaters 
plus local bands show, but it was cancel¬ 
led a few days ago due to booking prob¬ 
lems with hall management. Hopefully 
D.o.A. will be able to work things out, or 
find a new location. However I think that 
people have become too reliant on D.o.A. 
for furnishing their entertainment. It 
seems like if there isn’t a show, then j 
people complain, but do nothing. Anyway^ 
the past couple of shows have had their , 
problems; when TSOL came down, there 
was a real fiasco involving some of theii? 
friends and roadies and TSOL on one j 
hand and SD locals on the other. It ended 
up with a broken guitar at the end of the 
show. Saturday the 20th, there is going 
to be a benefit for D.o.A., put on by Cleo 
and Paul Lima, this is a chance for 
everyone to support D.o.A., and see 
most ofthe bands too. 

Local band news: Ratal lion of Saints , 
for sure their ep wtl be out by the time 
this is printed. Dennis is out of jail, so 
they are playing more. They we re sup- 
posed to play Godzillas on the 16th but 
they found out the show was cancelled 
after driving all the way up. 5051:They 
have recorded and mastered six songs 
at Western Audio. Word has it an ep 
should be out by the time this is printed, 
District Tradition: The used to be No 


Age Limit and the Remains. They are 
going to have two songs on the Charred 
Remains cassette that Bob form Noise 
fanzine is putting together. Moral Ma j¬ 
ority : They are still together. I think 
they have some songs recorded some¬ 
where, but I don’t know what they are 
going to do with th em. This is probably 
the best of the North SD county bands. 
Men Of Clay; They still exist but I hav- 
en’t seen/heard form them in a long 
time. Sound Ghetto (Dark Victory): Last 
I heard they dropped the keyboards, but 
I haven’t heard form them in a while 
either. What else? The San Diego Un¬ 
ion did a pretty big spread on punk a 
couple of months ago. They did a decent 
job interviewing some local people and 
doing some interviews at a show etc.. 

At lest this time they didn’t confuse the 
new-wave surf scene with punk.

Be My Friend should be 
out again soon, they do a good job cover¬ 
ing the local scene. My second issue 
just came out with Batallion and 5051 
interviews etc...Noise for Heroes is 
record reviews mostly, and Sub is re¬ 
surfacing after a long break. Also 
Revolt In Style is out, it’s a New Roma¬ 
ntic fanzine. That’s all in the news that 
I can think of - just let me say thanks 
to Roger, Terry and Chuck for the keg 
in the park. We need more of this kind 
of thing, anything to fight apathy. Let’s 
get motivated, punk should be more than 
justa style of dress.

THE SALVATION ARMY Started just 
about a year ago. It was Ricky 
Starts idea, so he put an ad in 
the Recycler and met up with 
John, their first guitar flayer 
After looking a long time for 
a drummer, they found Troy, 
from Rickey’s old High Sch¬ 
ool. The first Salvation Army 
gig took place in San Pedro on 
June 1L John, who first intr 
educed the band to New Alliance 
grew tired of the bands style 
eventually left the band. The re¬ 
corded the single “Mind Gardens’ 
just before he left, he was soon repla 
ced with Greg from Youth Brigade, John 
moved on to a more hardcore band while Greg was 
more than happy to join: u t was getting bored 
and looking for the right type of band to 
join, and this was it and I’ve been happy. 

It’s what i wanted to do”. The second 
single “Blow Your Mind” out soon, 
is also on New Alliance Records. 

As far as history goes, Rickey 
has been in bands all his life, 
even before that “he always 
carried around his record pi- 
ayer* he really loves his mu¬ 
sic” his mom tells us. Seme 
of the bands he’s been in are:

FS: What about the peach heads from 
Santa Cruz you mention on the ep? 

Sothira: They're little 10 year old kid 
dies (they seem to try to cause lots of 
trouble).... 

FS: What are some bands you play wiht? 

Chris: Fuck-ups, Dead Kennedy's.... 

Matt: We played Godzillas (goes into the 
hassels of having a short guest list ami 
haveing 20 people come down form S.F. 
the frisking bullshit, and the cops closing 
down clubs in L.A. which they say isn’t 
that much of a problem in S.F.). 

FS: What did you thick the audience 
would be like here? 

Matt: We went to the show at the Pallad¬ 
ium and saw people beating each other 
up.
